On Tuesday January 31 
the Greenbelt City Council 
met to discuss City Manager 
James K. Giese’s report on 
alternative plans for renova¬ 
ting North End School. The 
school was closed in June 
1981 and acquired by the 
city in 1984. Several of 
those present, including 
Councilmember Antoinette 
M. Bram, questioned the 
usefulness of the meeting, 
given the county School 
Board’s consideration of the 
property as the site for a 
new school if Center School 
is not renovated. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld defend¬ 
ed the meeting, saying that coun¬ 
cil should move ahead with plans 
to renovate the North End build¬ 
ing in case Center is to be re¬ 
tained as a school. Giese noted 
that, except for the senior hous¬ 
ing project proposed for the 
grounds, all the uses proposed 
ior North End would be equally 
suited for Center. However, he 
said that all the uses proposed 
would not fit into either school 
without some compromises. 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White argued that some uses, 
such as the recreation program¬ 
ming and senior activities, would 
fill unmet needs in the North 
End but would be redundant at 
Center, located so close to the 
Youth Center facilities. 

Giese presented several alter¬ 
nate plans to create a multigen- 
erational community center at

A mountain of exhibits 
greets the children as they 
enter the Howard B. Owens 
Science Center. Some dis¬ 
plays that capture their eyes 
are the caged snakes, rep¬ 
tiles and insects that ring 
the atrium. Their attention 
is drawn skyward |to the 
NASA satellite and a hover¬ 
craft suspended from the 
ceiling, and they point at 
the parachute and the roc¬ 
ket, both waiting to be laun¬ 
ched into the upper atmos¬ 
phere of the science center. 

Approximately 80,000 of the 
103,000 children in Prince Georg¬ 
es County schools were given the 
opportunity last year to perform 
extensive experiments on equip¬ 
ment too expensive to place in 
science classes around the coun¬ 
ty. 

Most students are bused to the 
center to receive hands-on exper¬ 
ience under the supervision of 
the school system's best teachers. 


North End. Among the uses 
proposed by various community 
groups and the city staff are. 
senior activity center, adult day 
care, recreation programming, 
child day care, Montessori School, 
nursery school, arts studios and 
classrooms, performing arts 
center, storage, museum display 
room and workshop, future city 
offices, cable TV studios and pro¬ 
fessional offices. In addition, a 
senior citizen apartment building 
has been proposed for the school 
grounds. 

Of these proposals the only 
two Giese recommends against 
are the performing arts center, 
which he feels would too greatly 
limit the use of the multipurpose 
room, and the apartment build¬ 
ing, which Giese fears would 
crowd out use of the property 
as a park. 

One major obstacle to all ren¬ 
ovation plans is inadequate fund¬ 
ing. Before deciding how or 
whether to renovate the building, 
Giese recommends that council 
develop a plan for funding the 
city's capital improvement pro¬ 
jects. 

The city manager said that his 
next capital improvements bud¬ 
get will provide for an additional 
bond sale to finance renovation 
of the North End building. He 
said that this is the only feasible 
way to obtain a usable building. 
In addition, he recommended that 
better cost estimates be obtain¬ 
ed by developing detailed plans, 
backed by architectural studies, 
before the city seeks this financ¬ 
ing. 


Activities in physics, chemistry, 
physiology, paleontology, mete¬ 
orology, optics, nutrition and 
computer sciences fill to capacity 
the two—story building. 

This dynamic, science learning 
center in Lanham-Seabrook op¬ 
erates on an annual budget of 
$.5 million. It is the product of 
15 years work by the late Dr. 
Howard B. Owens, school system 
Director of Science, who died be¬ 
fore its completion in 1978. 

Only a Few 

Only a few learning centers of 
its kind exist in the entire coun¬ 
try, said Coordinator Winnie 
Wooley, “it is to enhance and ex¬ 
tend the classes, kindergarten 
through 12th grades.” Only the 
children in our county school 
system can use the facility, 

“Our programs reflect back to 
the chapters in the students' sci¬ 
ence texts,” said archeology tea¬ 
cher Martin Tillet. “They are 
tailor-made to complement the 
concepts taught in their classes.” 

“The work does complement the 
classroom by stressing problem- 


one-story sections of the North 
End building be renovated and 
the two-story wing be razed. He 
said that this would result in a 
more manageable project to build 
and operate and provide the best 
site plan. Leaving the two-story 
wing intact is another option, 
but this would make access to 
the building less convenient. Full 
occupation of the building would 
result in overdevelopment of the 
property, adversely affecting the 
neighborhood. 

Barbara Simon, of the Green¬ 
belt Arts Coalition, found this 
plan unacceptable. She called 
the arts facilities “totally inad¬ 
equate.” She said that the space 
allocated might accommodate 
classrooms, a pottery workshop 
and possibly a photography stu¬ 
dio. However, in order to be ec¬ 
onomically viable, the arts cen¬ 
ter needs the equivalent of four 
old wing classrooms, allowing 
creation of studio space for 12 
artists. For that reason she 
said the Arts Coalition cannot 
support anything less than ren¬ 
ovation of the entire building. 

Greenbelt artist Abraham Ab- 
ramowitz said that the main need 
of the city is for a community 
center in which the performing, 
graphic and visual arts can take 
place. He argued that such a fa¬ 
cility would revitalize the center 
of town, saying that when the 
Greenbelt Theater was open, it 
drew crowds which helped the 
surrounding businesses to thrive.

solving and basic literary skills,” 
said Charles Toft who specializ¬ 
es in chemistry and math.

I apologize to our customers for 
any inconveniences this two-day 
closure will cause, but the store 
will re-open at 9 a.m. Wednes¬ 
day, March 1, better than ever!” 

New Freezers 

Last November the installa¬ 
tion of new meat freezers tripled 
the store's capacity to display 


The sequence of events was re¬ 
ported in a press release issued 
by Pfc. David Buerger, Crime 
Prevention Officer for the Green¬ 
belt Police Dept., and was am¬ 
plified by Buerger in an inter¬ 
view with the News Review. 

The gunman entered Luskin's 
about 10:17 a.m., armed with a 
revolver with a two-inch barrel. 
He went directly to the manager 
at the rear of the store, and told 
the manager that he (the gun¬ 
man) had AIDS, was a five-time 
loser, had nothing to lose, and 
wanted to go out in style. The 
manager was told to lie down on 
the floor, and the man took the 
money from the safe. 

After about three minutes, the 
manager no longer saw or heard 
the man in the store. While an 
employee was calling the Green¬ 
belt police at 10:24 a.m., the 
manager noticed a displaced ceil¬ 
ing tile that he had not seen 
before, and also thought he 
heard boxes rustle. Concluding 
that the robber might still be 
inside the store, the manager 
got everyone else and himself out 
of the store and locked the door. 

At that point Greenbelt po¬ 
lice arrived at the shopping cen¬ 
ter and began evacuating about 
a hundred customers and employ- 


fresh meats. During early 
March, additional freezers will 
be added to address the rapidly- 
growing demand for frozen foods. 
The additional freezers will in¬ 
crease Co-op's frozen-food space 
by 50 percent. 

Chairman Jim Cassels stated, 
“We ask for the patience and 
understanding of our members 
and patrons during this brief 
transition designed to make shop¬ 
ping more convenient and the 
store more attractive.”

Exterior painting is another 
major project underway. “Now 
that the City has given us the 
approved colors (green, white and 
gray) for the Roosevelt Center, 
we’re developing the specifica¬ 
tions and soliciting bids for this 
spring activity, which will bright¬ 
en the supermarket's appearance 
and enhance the attractiveness 
of the Center,” noted Davis. 


ees. The Greenbelt officers also 
called in the Prince Georges 
Count Police Emergency Servic¬ 
es Team to give assistance. Buer¬ 
ger said that despite early news 
broadcasts by area radio stations 
reporting a possible “hostage” 
situation, the police at no time 
believed that any hostages were 
involved. After an extensive K- 
9 and Emergency Services Team 
search of Luskin's, it was realiz¬ 
ed that the gunman had appar¬ 
ently made his getaway before 
police reached the scene. The 
mall was reopened for business 
at 1:24 p.m., three hours after 
the initial call to the police.; 

The gunman is described as a 
black male in his late twenties 
or early thirties, of short sta¬ 
ture (5*1”), with a full beard 
and mustache, last seen wearing 
a green baseball cap, tan cover¬ 
alls and black shoes.

A lone man armed with a handgun took an undisclosed 
amount of money from the Luskin’s television and appliance 
store in Beltway Plaza last Friday morning, Feb. 10. Be¬ 
lieving that the man was still in the store but that all 
Luskin’s employees and customers were out, police evacua¬ 
ted the entire enclosed mall before starting their search of 
the store. No shots were fired, no one was hurt, and the 
gunman was not found. As of midafternoon Monday he 
was still at large. 
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School Sumy Deadline 
Is Postponed to March 1 

The deadline has been extended 
one week for returning the Board 
of Education survey of parent 
and community resident prefer¬ 
ences for a renovated Center 
School or a new school at the 
old North End School site.

That is why it is important that 
everyone take the time to complete 
the postage-paid survey form and 
return it to the school board for 
counting.*'

of the survey will not be accepted.

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Enormous Costs 

You are being asked to sup¬ 
port conversion of historic Cen¬ 
ter school to a community cen¬ 
ter — with insufficient factual 
information regarding the enor¬ 
mous costs entailed. 

The financial records of the 
city, its budget and staff anal¬ 
ysis provide ample evidence that 
the city and its taxpaying citi¬ 
zens can ill afford the financial 
burden. In his report of January 
5, the city manager states $6,- 
850,000 as the cost of a first 
class renovation based on the 
school architects estimate. 

In an analysis of the 1985 
bond issue, the city manager in¬ 
dicated a funding shortfall of 
$6,137,000 for the six projects 
given priority status at the June 
29, 1987 meeting. 

Additionally, the city’s five- 
year Capital Improvement Pro¬ 
gram Document listed $2,332,500 
in street resurfacing, Roosevelt 
Center and city building projects. 
Excluded again were long-defer¬ 
red ball fields, the perimeter 
trail and park improvements. 
These, plus the full development 
cf Schrom Hills Park, could to ml 
an additional $3,360,000. 

The grand total for all identi- 
I;ed capital projects for the next 
five or more years is approxi¬ 
mately $19,000,000. About $3,- 
800,000 can be projected to come 
from grants. The remainder 
would have to be raised by tax¬ 
es. 

How can the citizens be ex¬ 
pected to assume the potential 
liability for the renovation of 
Center School ? According to the 
city’s financial consultants, our 
further bonding capacity is lim¬ 
ited to $3 million. If we borrow 
any more money, we better do 
it with extreme cautionl 

For the forseeable future 
Greenbelt taxpayers will be pay¬ 
ing the highest level of debt ser¬ 
vice in the city’s history. If a 
recession were to occur, or if 
growth slows, the taxpayers 
would be saddled with increasing 
debt. 

What is the alternative? Indi¬ 
cate your preference for the 
Board of Education to renovate 
Center School as a school at no 
cost to the CHy. It will still be 
available for city community 
programs.

Learn from History 

"We learn from history that 
men never learn from history.” 
Frederick Hegel’s comment in 
the early 1800’s applies to 
Greenbelters today. 

Nearly eight years ago city 
council, responding to its citizens’ 
preferences, acquired North End 
School. Through two surveys, 
the citizens communicated their 
preferences (for) a multi-pur¬ 
pose intergenerational center. For 
many reasons, primarily cost, 
that and succeeding councils 
have never let that dream come 
true. 

In May 1985, citizens approv¬ 
ed) a bond issue to fund assort¬ 
ed projects. One-third of the $6 
million funded “bricks and mor¬ 
tar” projects, including the con¬ 
struction of a Public Works 
Building, an addition to the 
Youth Center, refurbishing of 
the Municipal Building, rehabil¬ 
itation, and/or removal of North 
End School, and construction of 
a new police station. The city 
has spent more than the allotted 
$2 million and has seen only a 
new police station. 

Our most recent history indi¬ 
cates that councils promise ren¬ 
ovated school buildings but don’t 
deliver.

Answering the Charges

Are silver fillings safe? 


Silver fillings have been 
used for over 150 years. They 
are not all silver but actually 
a mixture, or amalgam, of 
several other metals. Besides 
silver, the other metals are 
basically copper, tin and zinc 
in various proportions. This 
mixture is combined with mer¬ 
cury at high speed to create 
a pliable mass which is used 
to fill cavities. Mercury is 
used because of its ability to 
cause hardening of the mass. 

Recent media reports have 
questioned the safety of mer¬ 
cury. The dental profession 
has addressed this problem 
by conducting thorough and 
continuous research which has 
consistently proved that mer¬ 
cury offers no health hazard. 
Mercury, in fact occurs natur¬ 
ally in the body. One ex¬ 
ception to be noted is the rare 
occurrence of an alergic re¬ 
action, which would appear as 
a skin rash. 

Researchers are currently 
seeking new materials and 
methods for restoring decayed 
teeth with something better 
than “silver. 0 As yet no sat¬ 
isfactory alternative has been 
found. For the immediate fu¬ 
ture, at least, silver fillings 
will continue to be the dent¬ 
ists primary means of treat¬ 
ing decay.

care for the animal rather than 
study its physiology, he said. 

Not Passive 

“These programs are not pas¬ 
sive activities,” said Tillet Stu¬ 
dents dissect cow's eyes to learn 
about vision. Weather forecast¬ 
ing is studied in a lab complete 
with convection chambers and 
computers to generate data, he 
said. 

Chemistry students learn about 
forensic medicine through a 
staged murder of one of the 
staff. Using the lab, students 
sharpen their analytical skills as 
they investigate and solve the 
murder, said Tillet 

A competent and professional 
staff of 12 teachers and a half 
a dozen support staff continually 
engage in research and develop¬ 
ment They attend conferences 
and prepare subject material that 
rides on the frontiers of science. 

Space Mission Site 

The staff is preparing for their 
largest exhibit to date, the Na¬ 
tional Challenger Learning Cen¬ 
ter. This fully operational space 
“mission site,” will be completed 
by the fall of 1989, according to 
the county school board. 

The Challenger learning cent¬ 
ers, also being established in 
Houston, Boston, and Seattle, are 
in memory of the Challenger 
Shuttle astronauts. 


Start-up costs and first-year 
expenses of $345,000 will be 
funded by a joint partnership of 
public and private associations 
with assistance from the county's 
Economic Development Corpora¬ 
tion and the school system's Ad¬ 
visory Council for Business and 
Industry, according to the school 
board. 

It will provide the equipment, 
materials and resources neces¬ 
sary to simulate the environment 
of a space station and mission 
control facility, said the school 
board, to train elementary and 
high school students in space 
technology. 

The mission site, and the rest 
of the center are open to the 
public each spring and fall, in 
part so children can show their 
parents their favorite projects, 
said Wooley. 

The center offers county teach¬ 
ers mini-courses on methods of 
teaching science and classes to 
broaden their knowledge of sci¬ 
ence. An intensive summer 
school program is offered and the 
center's Planetarium is open Fri¬ 
day evenings to the public. For 
more information of what the 
science center has to offer, call

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JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Have you used your rear window defroster yet? When they 
work, they are great for clearing your view. As always, there 
is a story to the defroster. The story begins with the voltage, 
which travels through the window grid, developing a resistance 
and heat that melts the goodies sticking to your rear window. 

The most common problem with the system is grid breakage 
or connecting wire breaks that become loosened from the terminal. 
A couple of tips for good operating: 

• Make sure the alternator circuit is charged. 

• When washing the inside of the window, go in direction of 
grid or with the lines. Do not go against the lines. 

• Do not let the kids play with toys against the glass. This 
will scratch the grid lines and open the circuit.

Center (CNEC) study showing 
70 people in the North End wan¬ 
ting to rent studio space, he com¬ 
plained that council was talking 
about housing a child daycare 
center in the building, and asked, 
"Are we listening to each oth¬ 
er?” 

Doug Love said that the entire 
facility should be renovated to 
maximize the space available for 
rental. However, Giese noted 
that except for the proposed 
Montessori School, none of the 
proposed uses would generate 
enough revenue to do more than 
cover operating costs. In addi¬ 
tion, m transferring the building 
to the city, the county placed 
strict limits on how much space 
could be rented, regardless of 
whether it was for profit or not. 
However, Giese said that once 
the city had a plan, it could seek 
relaxation of these limits from 
the county. 

Other Options 

Among the other options Giese 
discussed are total demolition 
which has the advantage of be¬ 
ing the least costly but which 
would still require more funds 
than currently allotted to the fa¬ 
cility. In addition, this option 
would result in the loss of state 
and county grants. 

The next inexpensive option is 
to renovate just the 1963 addi¬ 
tion and use the remainder for 
storage. This option would cost 
approximately $1.7 million. How¬ 
ever, a large portion of the 
building would remain vacant 
and possibly subject to more van¬ 
dalism. 

White called this "not an un¬ 
attractive option.” He said that 
the operating cost would be com¬ 


parable to other city facilities 
and saw the preservation of the 
rest of the building for future 
use as an advantage of the plan. 

The remaining option is to 
renovate the entire building. 
However, Giese said that this op¬ 
tion might require construction 
of a parking garage. All of the 
plans depending upon the uses 
incorporated, could require more 
parking requirements for recrea¬ 
tion uses. Giese questioned these 
requirements and suggested that 
parking waivers could be obtain¬ 
ed. However, he said that th 3 
city needs to provide sufficient 
off-street parking to meet the 
ciCtual demand. 

Keith Chernikoff, representing 
CNEC, supported renovation of 
the entire building. He said that 
Giese's plan would create a well- 
utilized facility at a cost far less 
than that of renovating Center 
School. 

However, Marie Tousignant of 
the Greenbelt Arts Center (GAC) 
opposed all of Giese’s options. 
She said that GAC cannot sup¬ 
port any renovation of the North 


End Center that does not provide 
space for the performing arts. 
She argued that although the 
multipurpose room would no long¬ 
er be available as a gymnasium 
under GAC's proposal, it would 
be available for other uses such 
as exercise and dance. People in¬ 
terested in those activities would 
benefit from the improved floor¬ 
ing that GAC wants to install.

enfeld suggested that it be re¬ 
ferred to the advisory boards, but 
Council members Joseph Isaacs 
and Edward Putens objected, cal¬ 
ling for more definite council ac¬ 
tion.
